Subject: — Import policy for Paper items falling under S. Nos. 156 (a)/IV, 157- 
158/IV, 159(a)/IV and 166/IV—April September, 1960, period. 

No. 72-ITC(PN)/60.—Attention of importers is invited to the import policy for 
Paper items falling under S. Nos. 156 (a)/IV, 157>158/IV, 159(a)/fv and 160/IV 
as given in Section II of the current Red Book. 

2. As a result of representations received from the trade, the position has been 
reviewed and it has been decided to modify certain provisions for Import of Paper 
items during the current half year in the manner indicated below: — 

(i) Quota licences issued for Printing paper (S. Nos. 157-158/IV) during 
the current half year will also be allowed to be utilised for import of 
Writing paper falling under S. No. 156(a)/IV. 

and (ii) The validity period of licences for S. Nos. 157-158/IV, 159 (a) /IV and 
leO/IV may be deemed to have been extended from six months to 
nine months. 

3. It is not necessary to present the licence already issued for Paper items 
falling under S. Nos. 156 (a)/IV, 157-158/IV, 169 (a)/IV and 100/IV for necessaiT 
amendment to the licensing authorities but clearance will be allowed by the 
Customs on the authority of this Public Notice,
